By the A ssociated P ress 
PARIS, Feb. 19.- Georges Clemen- 
ceau, France’s aged,

premier, was shot at

slightly 
wounded this morning as he entered 
an automobile in front of his resi­ 
dence in Rue Franklin to go to the 
war office. Five shots were fired by 
the assassin and it was first reported 
that the Premier had been shot in 
the head but it developed later that 
Clemenceau’s wounds 
were in 
his 
back and shoulder. 
Toe shooting took place at about 
8:55 o'clock and the assailant, an or­ 
dinary looking man was arrested. 
About l l o’clock this morning it 
was officially 
announced 
that 
M. 
Clemenceau’s wound was not serious. 
Policeman Gourat. who was wounded 
by one of the assassin's shots told the 
Associated press that 
the 
premier 
rushed up to the man and grappled 
with him when he realized that his 
life was being attempted. 
Condition Not Serious. 
LONDON, Feb. 19. 
The French 
embassy here has been advised that 
the condition of Prem ier Clemenceau, 
whose life was attempted this morn­ 
ing, does not appear dangerous. The 
premier, the advices add. was taken 
to his home immediately after the 
shooting.

facturers not only supplied the enor­ 
mous textile demands due to the war, 
but also the need of the American 
army and navy, Mr. Shaw said. In ad­ 
dition, the American exports in 1918 
were valued at more than $10,000,- 
OOO. 
Quantity was urged by the govern­ 
ment during the war, but now closer 
study will be given to different colors 
he said. “ Before the war Germany 
was producing 900 colors and Amer­ 
ica new is making 160 of these colors 
and they are type for type equal to 
their Germany prototype.” 
“The export trade is a matter to 
which we are giving deep thought,” 
Mr. Shaw continued. “We are estab­ 
lishing offices in the far 
east 
and 
elsewhere at a heavy expense, hut we 
intend to place American dyes every­ 
where. To this end we will need help 
from many sources. 
It Is perhaps 
not generally known that German ex­ 
port goods were subsidized by the 
German railroads to the extent of 25 
per cent in freight reductions.” Over­ 
seas freight, he said, were important 
matters to be dealt with. 
“It is assumed that the American 
textile trade intends to support the 
American dye-stuff.” said Mr. Shaw, 
"The world now regards manufacture 
of dyestuffs as a pivotal industry and 
that each large nation must be self- 
dependent. England has adopted a li­ 
cense system which precludes the Im­ 


portation of colors that its own pro­ 
ducers can make. 
“ Hight now, howreier, it is of great 
importance to the American textile 
manufacturer that the American dye­ 
stuff trade should develop Its export 
outlet in order that costs for Ameri­ 
can dyes may be kept on a parity with 
products of foreign manufacture.”
